On the 18th, in 
the Morning, Noonda Roy went there to pay his Compliments; immediately on his Arrival, 
Mr. Goring directed him to place Mohuſſils wherever they were neceſſary, and to procure, without 
Delay, ſuch Papers as ſtill remained, and to take Machulkas; and told him, that he expected 
Rajah Purbooram in Two Days, when they muſt conjointly exert themſelves in the Proſecution 
of the Company's Buſineſs; Noonda Roy ** That they would conduct themſelves in the 
Manner moſt advantageous to the Affairs of the Company and the Nabob, On the 19th; in 
the Evening, Rajah Purbooram arrived, and immediately waited on Mr. Goring. On the'2oth, 
in the Morning, Mr. Goring came to the Kellah, accompanied by the ſaid Rajah, and introduced 
him to the Nabob, deſiring of him, that no Step might be taken in the Buſineſs of the Cutcherry 
without the Knowledge of the ſaid Rajah z; afterwards the Nabob, Mr. Goring, and Rajah 
Goordaſs, being aſſembled in the Europe Chamber, ſent for Yatebar Ally Cawn, and the Officers 
of the Meerſamenee and Bahlah; all thoſe Officers proved on Yatebar Ally Cawn the Receipt of 
15, c Rupees colluſively from Ally Cawn, for his Appointment to the Office of Meeſaman, 
in the Room of Nuſſur Ullah Cawn. Mr. Goring immediately placed a Guard of Sepoys over 
Yatebar. Ally Cawn, and Collicherrun, the Keeper of the Bahlah Records, and Bavgwut Durr, 
the Treaſurer's Gomaſtah. The 21ſt was employed in the ſame Buſineſs, and Mr. Goring con- 
tinued at Ferrah Baug. On the 22d, from about Five in the Evening till Nine at Night, Rajah 
Peerbooram, accompanied by Ungnoo Sing, were with the Munny Bhegum employed in ac- 


commodating Matters, and afterwards went to Mr, Goring at Ferrabaug. On the 23d, about 


Ten in the Morning, Mr. Goring, accompanied by Rajah Purbooram, coming to the Kellah, 
* Rajah Gourdaſs ſpoke to the Nabob for the Releaſe of Yatebar Ally Cawn; a few Minutes after 
which be was ſet at Liberty, The Nabob, Mr. Goring, and Rajah Perbooram, taking 
with them Yatebar Ally. Cawn, then went to the Munny Bhegum. On the fame Day, Ten 
Mohoreers came into the Curcherry from Rajah Perbooram, and publiſhed Mr. Go- 
ring's Orders: That the Papers which had been taken into Charge ſhould be opened,

Courſe of the whole Day, and till Nine at Night, 4,737 ſingle Papers were flniſhed. On the 
24th, Rajah Perbooram and Ungnoo * ht about an Accommodation between the 
Munny and Baboo Bhegums, under the Sanction of Oaths, on the following Terms: That they 
ſhould both agree in their Relation reſpecting any Matter that ſhould be brought to light by the 
Reſearches of Noonda Roy. On the fame; Day, 14 Mohoreers on the Part of Rajah Perbos- 
ram, and 10 on the Part of Noonda Roy,, went to the Cutcherry, and applied to the taking ati 
Account of the Papers. In the Afternoon, Debeeperſaud, a Seriſhtadar, took a Bundle of Pa- 
pers from a Heap, and examined them ſeparately, and took from amongſt them Two Papers 
relative to falſe Entries in the Account Collections, and laid them near his left Thigh. Bultam a 
Mohurer, who was Gting behind Debeeperſaud, with great Art bent himſelf forward, and lily 
took away theſe Papers. This being ſeen by Noonda Roy's Mohurrers, they oppoſed bis De - 
ſign, aſking him where he was going to carty thoſe Papers. On this Munnear Sing, a Mo- 
hurrer of the Dewanny, with the greateſt Expedition took the Papers out of Bulram's 
Hand, and replaced them in the Bundle from which they had been purloined. Jagger- 
naut Auharje, one of the Perbooram's Mohoreers; - took T Papers relative to the Re- 
ceipts of the Khalſah out of the Hand of Debee Perſaud, and ſet | himſelf ſecretly to make 
Copies of them, but being diſcovered and prevented by Noonda Roy's Mohurrets, immediately 
tore what he had copied, and put it in his Cummerbund. Debee Perſaud inſtantly replaced them 
amongſt the others. The Buſineſs of indorſing, &c. was ſtopped that Day. As theſe are the 
Records of a noble Houſe, there are probably Two or Three Crores of diſtin Papers which 
would take at leaſt Two Years to indorſe, &c, in the Plan now commenced. How are they then to 
be examined into? On the 25th Noonda Roy, apprehenſive of incurring the Diſpleaſure of the 
Ceancil, went to Rajah Goordaſs and Rajah Perbooram, and gave them an Account of the In- 
rſement, &c. of the Papers, and repreſented that the Mohoreers would be employed from 
Morning till Night for the Space of Two Years: before they could finiſh them, and that the 
Company undoubtedly would not pay them their Allowances during all that Length of Time; 
that he never ſaw or heard of ſuch an Undertaking; that after Two Years Delay, when the Account 
of the Papers ſhould be tranſmitted to the Council, they would gain no Credit by it, beſides that 
if all the Papers of the Nabob's Sircar ſhould remain under Charge for Two Years, the Buſineſs 
could not poſſibly be conducted. In conſequence. of this Repreſentation Rajah Gourdafs ſent for 
Three or Feur Seriſhtadats, and aſked them in what Manner it had been cuſtomary to indorſe

-on it to what Department it belonged, but they never ſaw or heard of an Inſtance of indorſing and 
numbering the Papers ſeparately z Rajah Gourdaſs accordingly directed them to proceed in the 
indorfing of Papers in the uſual Way, that the Buſineſs of the Company might nor be ſtopped.

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Gourdaſs went to the Havellee of Huffen Couly Cawn ; Noonda Roy "continually cried; out on 
the Council and Company for Juſtice, and ſaid, all the former and, preſent Officers, againſt whom 
the Embezzlements are to be proved, are protected by the Influence of Rajah erbooram, 
which is the Cauſe of great Diſadvantage to the Company's Affairs; I am therefore, no longer 
anſwerable for the Sums embezzled, the Charge devolves on Rajah Perbooram.

under the Direction of the Perſon who had given the Information, but that it was uſual to appoint 
an Aumeen between the Accuſer and the Accufed, to hear both Sides, and to determine agreeable 
to the eſtabliſhed Cuſtoms of the Country : That Noonda Roy was evidently their Enemy, and 
that their Characters would be ruined if they were left at his Mercy. Mr. Goring, hearing theſe 
Complaiats, explained to Noonda Roy that this Severity, without. having proved the Crimes on 
the Mutſuddies, was highly improper, and that he muſt deſiſt; and that he had no Orders from

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ſtanding, gave a very improper Anſwer to Mr. Goting, who did not, at that Time; make any 
Reply, but wrote to Mr. Maxwell, deſiring to know the Reaſon that Noonda Roy took on him- 


ſelf ſo much Authority, and acted ſo perverſely, in the Names of the Gentlemen. Mr. Max- 
well wrote in Anſwer, that he and the other Gentlemen had not ſaid any Thing to Noonda 


Roy on the Subject; and that Mr. Goring was at full Liberty to enquire into the Papers, how 
and in what Manner he 3 and thought moſt adviſable, On this Mr. Goring wrote a 
Letter to Rajah Goordaſs concerning the Perverſeneſs of Noonda Roy, and of the Autho- 
rity which he had taken on himſelt; and alſo ſent him Mr. Maxwell's Anſwer, and deſiring 
that, in conſequence of ſuch Conduct, Rajah Gourdaſs would ſuſpend him, and appoint an intel- 
ligent Mutſuddy on his own Part.

Further, on the 25th of Rubbee-ul-awrel (26th of May), a Perſon came 
co Mr. Goring, and informed him, that Kiſhwor Cawn, Aruz Beg to Rajah Gourdaſs, had procured 
the Seals of the Nabob's Officers to Two or Three long Papers, containing many falſe Accuſations, and 
mentioned the Names of ſeveral Perſons whoſe Seals were to theſe Papers. On hearing this, Mr. 
Goring went immediately to the Nabob, and made Inquiries of him concerning this Affair. The 
Nabob replied, That he was not acquainted with theſe Circumſtances, Mr. Goring then ſaid to 
Rajah Gourdaſs, I have been informed that Kiſhwor Cawn, your Aruz Beg, is the Perſon who 
has done this; do you know any Thing of it? The Rajah anſwered, I know nothing of it. 
Mr. Goring replied, It is very ſurpriſing that a confidential Servant of yours could fit in your 
own Houſe, and cauſe Seals to be affixed to 1 without your Knowledge. Mr. Goring then 

ſent for Two of thoſe whoſe Seals were to the Paper, the one named Mohomed Aſhuk, Da- 
rogah of the Nabob's Stables, and the other named Meer Doolah, the Daroga of the Kitchen, 
and made Inquiries of them. They replied, Kiſhwor came to us, and brought a long Paper 
in his Hand, and ſaid, It is the Order of the Nabob and Rajah, that you affix your Seals to 
this Paper. Hearing the Names of the Nabob and Rajah, we put our Seals to it, but knew 
nothing of the Contents. Hearing this, Mr. Goring immediately had their Depoſitions written 
down, and their Seals affixed thereto, Every one of thoſe whoſe Seals were to the Paper gave 
different Accounts. Mr. Goring cauſed all their Depoſitions to be written, and their Seals Er to 
them, and ſends them down, by which you will clearly comprehend the Circumſtances.

We do not 
take upon us to aſſent to or condemn the Doctrine avowed by the Judges, in reſpect to the Rights 
which may belong to the Soubah, but we hope that the Difficulty in which the Declaration of "it 
may involve this Prelidency, and which may ultimately affect the Peace of Europe, will be duly 
conſidered by you; and if it ſnould be determined by you, that the Soubah's Government is an- 
nihilated, that you will inſtruct us in what Form the Government of the Provinces is. to be admi=

„% How little the Screen of the Nabob's Name has hitherto availed, will appear in the fre- 
quent and inconcluſive Correſpondence which has been maintained with the Foreign Settlements, 
the French eſpecially, ſince the Company have thought proper to ſtand forth in their real Character 
in the Exerciſe of the Dewanny. From that Period the Government of theſe Provinces'has been 
wholly theirs, nor can all the Subtleties and DiſtinAions of political Sophiſtry conceal the Poſſeſſion 
of Power where the Exerciſe of it is openly practiſed, and univerſally felt in its Operation. 
„In Deference to the Commands of the Company, we have generally endeavoured, in all our

<« In effect, I do not heſitate to ſay, that 1 look upon this State of Indeciſion to have been productive 
of all the Embarraſſments which we have experienced with the Foreign Settlements. None of them 
have ever owned any Dominion but that of the Britiſh Government in theſe: Provinces. Mr. 
Chevalier has repeatedly declared that he will not acknowledge any other, but will look to that 
only for the Support of the Privileges poſſc ſſed by his Nation, and ſhall proteſt againſt that alone, 
as alone reſponſible for any Act of Power by which their Privileges may be violated, or their 
Property diſturbed. The Dutch“ the Danes have ſeverally applied to this Government as to the DeeſtinOrig. 
ruling Power for the Grant of Indulgencies, and the Redreſs of their Grievances. . In our Replies 
to all we have conſtanily aſſumed the Prerogatives of that Character, but eluded the direct 
Avowal of it. Under the Name of Influence we have offered them Protection, and we have 
granted them the Indulgencies of Government. Under eluſive Expreſſions, ſometimes applied to 
our Treatics with the Nabobs, ſometimes to our own Rights as the Dewan, ſometimes openly 
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declaring the virtual Rule which we held of theſe Provinces, we have contended with them for 
i the Rights of Government, and threatened to repel, with Force, their Encroachments on it: 
We, in One or Two Inſtances, have actually put theſe Threats in Execution, by Orders directly 
iſſued to the Officers of Government, and enforced by Detachments from our owe Military 
Forces. The Nabob was never conſulted, nor was the Pretence ever made that his Orders 
| or Concurrence were neceſſary. In a word, we have always allowed ourſelves to be treated as 
l ' Principals; but we have contented ourſelves with letting our Actions inſinuate the Character 
which we effectively poſſeſſed without aſſerting it. | | 
« For my own Part, I have ever conſidered the Reſerve which has been enjoined us in this 
reſpect as a Conſequence of the Doubts which have long prevailed, and which are ſtill ſuffered to 
ſubſiſt, concerning the Rights of the Britiſh Government and the Company to the Property and 
Dominion of theſe Provinces, not as inferring a Doubt with reſpect to any Foreign Power.

all but 16 Lack, to his Houſhold; and it is expreſsly ſtipulated, that the remaining 16 Lack 
ſhould be expended by the. Officer named in the Treaty, in maintaining the Peons, &c. of his 
Swany: He is therefore obliged to keep up the Enſigns of Power, and maintain the outſide 
Pomp of a Prince, by the very Inſtrument which is an actual Surrender of his Sovereignty, if he 


was, which is not in Proof, ever poſſeſſed of it. . 
It was ſtated by the Counſel at the Bar, to induce the Court to believe that the military

We next come to Roy Rada Churn's Affidavit. I think the Perſon who drew that Affidavit, 
and ſuffered him to ſwear to it, is moſt highly to be cenſured. What is he made to ſwear ? that 
he now is, and for two Years laſt paſt has -been, reſident in Calcutta, as the public Minifter or 
Vackeel of Mobareck, except for about the Space of ten Days in May laſt, and in no other 
Character; and that he has been charged with conducting and tranſacting his Affairs with the 


Faſt India Company and others at this Preſidency; and that there is not any other public Miniſter 


or Vackeel of the Nabob Mobareck reſident in Calcutta, as he verily believes. This laſt is, 
I have no Doubt, perfectly true, and he might, | dare to ſay, have ſafely added, nor at any 
other Place whatſoever. The Letters to the Governor General are not Credentials for tranſacti 
Buſineſs with the Eaſt India.Company and others, But what I chiefly blame is, the ſuffering him 
to ſwear what is not true; that he reſided as a public Miniſter or Vackeel, when he was not 
a Vackeel. It is ſaid that he did not know, till theſe Letters were ſhewn him, that he had 
been diſmiſſed ; why then did he make an Exception to ten Days in May? He muſt have known 
it when he ſwore the Afﬀidavit if he did not, the Afﬀidavit might have been amended ; if it was 
not amended, at leaſt it ſhould have been explained to the Court when the Affidavit was read. I 
called upon the Counſel, when the Letters were read, to acquaint the Court whether the Facts 
charged on Roy Rada Churn, and the Enquiry into them, was during the Time of his Diſmiſ- 
ſion, but could receive no Anſwer. He that drew the Afﬀidavit muſt have known it. He 
ſwears he was in the Character of Vackeel for two Years laſt paſt, except ten Days in May; if 
that had been true, he would have continued Vackeel till after the Time he was bound over. 
He thought, or rather thoſe that drew the Affidavit thought, the Time material. It is plain this 
could not be Accident, He is either made to ſwear what is not true, or to prevaricate moſt abo- 
minably, | | | 

= "i is another Circumſtance in which the Drawer of the Affidavit is moſt highly culpable. 
He is made to ſwear to what he could not underſtand; the Term public Miniſter : It conveys 
Ideas that are hardly to be explained to the Natives of this Country: And for what Purpoſe ? Could 


it be expected that the Court would only attend to the Sound of Words ? Could it be thought 


he was nearer proving himſelf à public Miniſter, on whom the Rights of Ambaſſadors could 
attach, by uſing thoſe Words, than if he had ſimply ſworn himſelf Vackeel? There is no Affi- 
davit of the Place of Reſidence of Roy Rada Churn before his firſt Appointment; but it turns 
out from the Affidavit, that he was reſident here before his laſt Appointment, and therefore 
ſubje& to the Engliſh Laws; if fo, he is anſwerable here; for an Ambaſſador, any more than 
another Perſon, is not to commit Crimes with Impunity; he will be ſubject to that Tribunal, 


to which he was ſubject before he was inveſted with his public Character. If he was a Subje& 


of the Prince who ſent him, he will be ſubje& to his Courts of Law; if he was amenable to 
the Courts of Law of another Prince, he muſt be called upon in that Prince's Coyrts ; if he was 
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before ſubject to the State in which he was employed, which is the preſent Caſe, he will ſtill be 
amenable to the Courts. For if before the Embaſſy he was not ſubject to the Prince in whoſe 
Employ he is, the ſole Act of making him Ambaſſador will not make him liable to his Courts, 
except perhaps in Matters which relate to his Embaſſy. There are Differences of Opinions on 
this Subject, as I ſtated the other Day; but I take the Reaſon and Weight of Authorities to 

be on this Side, I then ſtated why Wicquefort was a ſtrenuous Oppoſer of this Doctrine. Byn- 
herſtork is firm in this Opinion.

(q) (Thus it ſtands on the Evidence in ſupport of the Claim, it is mere colourable Evidence; 

but when the Affidavits on the other Side are read, that Colour immediately vaniſhes. 

The Governor General ſwears, that the late Adminiſtration, by their own Authority, appoint- 
ed Munny Begum to be Guardian to the Nabob, and Raja Goordaſs Dewan of his Houlchold, 
allowing each of them large Salaries: That the fame Adminiſtration planned and conſtituted Cri- 
minal and Civil Courts by their own Authority, without conſulting the Nabob or requiring his 
Concurrence: The Civil were made dependent on the Preſidency ſolely, and the Criminal, though 
held in the Name of Nabob, are in fact under the Control and Inſpection of the Servants 
of the Eaſt India Company: That the Management of the Revenues (the Sinews of War) are 
entirely in the Hands of the Eaſt India Company and their Repreſentatives, without the ſmalleſt 
Participation of the Nabob: That in conſequence of Orders from the Court of Directors, the 
annual Stipend which was allowed him was reduced from 31,31,991 Rupces to 16,00,000. 

By what Authority did they appoint a Guardian? The Company had no natural Connexion 
by Blood with Mobarek : By what Authority did they appoint the Dewan of his Houſehold, 
and allow them large Salaries ? It could only be done in their political Capacity, by that Au- 
thority which they exerciſe over him. If the Treaty given in Evidence was in the Nature of a 
real Treaty with a Sovereign Prince, when there were mutual Agreements and Conliderations, 
. how came this Stipend, for ſo it is called (a Word hardly applicable to an independent Sove- 
feign Prince), to be reduced to 16,00,000 Rupees? By what Authority did they ere& the 
Courts = Law, and ſuperintend the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, without any Communication 
with him . "bh | 

- Had he himſelf an Idea he was a 2 ? Does he complain of the Reduction of his 

Stipend, or the Infringement of Treaties ? No; he conſidered himſelf what he really is, abſolutely 

dependent on the Company, and was willing to accept any Pittance they would allow him for his 

Maintenance: He claims no Right. Does he complain that the Adminiſtration of Juſtice is taken 
into the Hands of the Company? No; by the Treaty the Protection of his Subjects is delivered 
up to the Company ; and he well knew, whoever is held up as the oſtenſible Prince, the Ad- 
miniſtration vf Juſtice muſt be in the Hands of thoſe who have Power to enforce it. 6 

The Governor General, who, I ſuppoſe, had a Delicacy to ſtate more than what has before 
been made public, cloſes his Affidavit with ſaying, That all he has depoſed to he believes to 
be publicly known, as it is particularly ſet forth in the Reports of the Committee of the Houſe 
df Commons. I knew it was there, and was therefore ſurpriſed at this Application: It is fo 
notorious that every body in the Settlement muſt have known; when I ſay every Body, 1 mean 
with an Exception to the Gentlemen who apply to the Court : The only Reaſon I can give for 
their applying, is the little Time they have been 1n the Country, and the Want of Knowledge of 
former Tranfactions of Government, and the Cuſtoms and Manners of the People. I wiſh the 

Governor General had pointed out this Paſſage to them, for if he had, it ought, and I have 
therefore no Doubt would have prevented this Application. | 
The Governor General's Affidavit proves the Revenves, their Collection, the whole Admini- 
tration of Juſtice, both Civil and Criminal, and even the appointing of the Officers of his Houſe- 
hold, to be in the Company; Mr. Lane, Mr. Hurſt, and Mr. Vanſittart, all Members of the late 
Council, depoſe, that the Military is ſo likewiſe : They ſwear that the whole military Power of the 
Province is, and has been for ſeveral Years, entirely under the Control of the Company, and of 
their Repreſentatives z they ſwear that he performs no Acts of Sovereignty independent of, and 
without the Conſent of the Repreſentatives of the Eaſt India Company: Nothing, therefore, is 
left to Mobarek but an empty Title. This has been ſaid to have been à political Queſtion, 
and that the Determination of it againſt the Right of the Vakeel might be produtive of Quarrels 
with foreign Nations, eſpecially the French. I think it can have no ſuch Effect ; for whether the 
territorial Acquiſitions belong to the Crown or the Company, if either of them have a Right 
to execute Sovereignty here, and chuſe ſo far to poſtpone their own Dignity as to ſer up another 

Perſon, through whom, and in whoſe Name, wor 7 exerciſe the Power, I don't know that 
any foreign State has any Right ro complain. do I think this Determination can effect 
the Legality of the Courts eſtabliſhed in this Province : All that is determined in this Caſe is, 
that Mobarek ul Dqwla, who furrendered his Power entirely into the Hands of the Engliſh 
Company, cannot himſelf, nor can the Eaſt India Company in his Name, protect Delinquents, 
ſubje& to the Juriſdiction of this Court, from being puniſhed by the Laws of Great Brirain :

They were to judge of the Politics; they have thought it Right to have it determined; the

| be under from ſueh a Doubt; it is proper that Mobarek ſhould be informed of our Opinion, 
that he may not make the ſame Attempt in future. | 
The Rights of Ambaſſadors, as we have been treating of them, are founded on Reaſonings 
upon the jus gentium in Europe: It is by no means clear, that preciſely the ſame Ideas rule in 
this great Peninſula of Hindoſtan, where the Laws, Cuſtoms, and Manners of the Natives that 
inhabit ir, are as diſſonant from thoſe of the Nations in Europe, as the Country is far removed 
. from it. We know by Hiſtory, that the Character of an Ambaſſador of a certain Rank is held 
as ſacred here, or perhaps more ſo than in any Part of Europe: But does it follow, though in 
& Europe the Rights of Ambaſſadors are given to all public Miniſters of whatever Denomination,

I do not go ſo far as to ſay that Mobareck-ul-Dowla might not have a public Miniſter here, 
but I think the Miniſter, in the higheſt Character in which he could ſend him, cannot have 
any Pretenſions to the full Rights of an Ambaſſador ſent from a ſovereign independent Prince, 
The higheſt Light ſuch a Miniſter could be received in, would be (which is carrying it a great

The more I conſider it, the more I am ſcandalized at the Affidavit made by Roy Rada Churn. 

I do not fo much blame him as I do the Drawer of the Affidavit. It is ſcandalous, it is flagi- 
tious, to let him ſwear to his being a public Miniſter; an Idea which is almoſt impoſ- 
fible to be explained to him; to make him ſwear to what is not true, as it turns out, that he was 
2 public Miniſter or Vackeel for upwards of two Years; with the Exception only of ten Days: 
Thoſe who made that Exception for him muſt have known he was without that Character for a 
longer Time. If I again fee an Affidavit of this Nature ſworn to by a Native, I will enquire 
who drew the Affidavit, and the Court will animadvert moſt ſeverely upon him. Ir is not to

Mr. Juſtice Chambers.—J agree with my Lord Chief Juſtice in Opinion, that Roy Rada 
Churn is not entitled ro Exemption from this Proſecution, and that the Inditment ought not to 
be quaſhed; though, in delivering the Reaſons of my Opinion, I may not perhaps expreſsly and 
entirely aſſent to all the Poſitions from which his Lordſhip has deduced that Concluſion.

1. That the Eaſt India Company has, in India, a Right to make War and Peace, will not, I 
believe, be denied: And I agree with my Lord Chief Juſtice, that the Right of making War 
and Peace is the chief Ground of ſending and receiving Ambaſſadors, That Law, by which 
the Perſon of an Ambaſſador is ſecured from Violation, is univerſally obſerved, becauſe univerſal 
| Reaſon has demonſtrated, that of War there could be no End, unleſs ſome Man might ſafely 
propound Terms of Peace; and that a Ceſſation of Hoſtilities, produced by mere Laſſitude, 
could not long continue, unleſs an Ambaſſador might ſafely offer Conditions for its Continuance. 
The Power, therefore, of receiving Ambaſſadors, does not appear to me to be ſuch an Incident 
to the Right of making War and Peace, as may or may not accompany its Subject; it ſeems 
rather to be an eſſential Property, without which the Subject cannot exiſt : Without ſuch Power 
it could not be a Right of making War and Peace, but a Right of making War without Poſſi- 
_ of End; a Right, which every ſound Moraliſt will allow that Man can neither poſſeſs nor

The Eaſt India Company can neither wage War, nor receive an Ambaſſador, by any intrinſic 


Authority of its on; it does both by the Authority of the King of Great Britain, and under 
Sanction of his Soveteignty. The Miniſter, whoſe public Character is acknowledged by virtue 
of this delegated Fower, may be confidered as acknowledged by the King himſelf, and may 
therefore expect from the King's Court the Immunities due to that Character. I have already 
ſaid, that the firſt great Immunity of an Ambaſſador, the Security of his Life, depends on natural 
Law univerſally obſerved; and it may not be improper to add, that it is obſerved by Mahome- 
ran Princes, even towards Chriſtian Enemies, not merely by Imitation, but as à religious and 
moral Duty. Quz fine peccatto committi nequeunt. I ſay this on the Credit of Relandus, in 
his Treatiſe De jure militari Mohammedanorum contra Chriftianos bellum gerentium : But I mention 
it rather as a Matter of Curioſity than of Importance to the Queſtion before us, becauſe he ſays 
nothing of other Privileges that paſs beyond perſonal Security; and alſo becauſe I take it to be 
clear, that in England the Ambaſſador of the moſt inconſiderable Mahometan State is entitled to

3. It is of more Importance, in the preſent Caſe, to inquire what the Facts are on which Roy 
Rada Churn founds his Claim to be exempt from Proſecution : He ſtates himſelf to have been 
for above two Years © Yackeel or public Miniſter of Mobareck ul Dowla, Nabob of Bengal, &c. 
and charged with the conducting and tranſacting his Affairs and Concerns with the Honourable 
Eaſt India Company, and others, at the Preſidency of Fort William.“ This is by no means a 
clear and ſufficient Deſcription of an Ambaſſador; and it is certain that our Ideas of an Am- 
baſſador are not neceſſarily comprized in the Term Vackeel, which generally means no more than 
Agent, and is frequently applied to very low People employed by private Men in the Manage- 
ment of their Affairs. It is true, that if he be really a public Meſſenger, ſent by a Sovereign 
with Authority to repreſent his Perſon to a Foreign Power, he muſt be entitled to the legal Pri- 
vileges and Exemptions of an Ambaſſador, by whatſoever Title or Denomination he is diſt in- 
guiſhed ; but we know that the Term Elchey is as much appropriated to the Office among Ma- 
hometans, as Ambaſſador is in Europe; and it has not been proved, that a public Miniſter either 
of the firſt or ſecond Order, is ever called a Vackeel ; neither, if proved, would it in any Degree 
avail Roy Rada Churn, who appears on Examination not to have been in fact employed by Mo- 
bareck ul Dowla, either at the Time when the Offence with which he is charged is ſworn to have 
been committed, or at the Time when the Enquiry into it was ſet on foot, The Nabob ſays, 
in one of the Letters now given in Evidence, that he had diſmiſſed Roy Rada Churn from the 
1ſt of Suffer, that is, from the 2d of April laſt, and the ſubſequent Letter, replacing him, was 
not received by the Governor General and Council, till the zoth of May, during which Interval 
both theſe Events happened. This, in my Opinion, entirely puts an end to his Claim of Ex- 
emption ; for ſurely no one will ſay, that his ſecond Appointment as Vackeel ought to put a 


ſtop to a Proſecution already commenced for an Offence committed while he reſided here as a 


private Man. In the laſt Century, Wicquefort, a Native of Amſterdam, who had an Employ- 
ment, with a Salary, under the States General, was appointed by the Duke of Lunenbourg to 
be his Reſident at the Hague; while he remained there in that Capacity, he was tried by the 
Court of Holland for revealing by Letters ſome Secrets of the Republic, which ic was his Duty 
to have concealed, and was condemned to perpetual Impriſonment and Forfeiture of Goods. Of 
this Treatment, as of a Violation of the Law of Nations, he complained in a Work which he 

ubliſhed ſoon after, intituled, © Memoires touchant les Ambaſſadeurs:“ While thoſe who de- 
Ended the Decifion of the Dutch Court of i Juſtice inſiſted, that if a Native, or ſettled Inha- 
bitant of any Country, is appointed by a Foreign Prince to be his Ambaſſador in that Country, 
he continues ſubje& to the ſame Juriſdiftion as before. This has been among the Writers of 


natural Law a diſputed Queſtion ever ſince; and to avoid the Neceſſity of determining it, for the 


future both the States of Holland and the French Court have reſolved, that they will not here- 
after receive a Subject of their own as an Ambaſſador. Bur had Wicqueforr's Offence been com- 
mitted and the Proſecution againſt him been commenced before the Duke of Lunenbourg made 
him his Miniſter, I believe no one would have dreamed that his new Character could ſtop the 
Courſe of Juſtice, and exempt him from Puniſhment. * | 

Being for this Reaſon clearly of opinion, that the Indictment againſt Roy Rada Churn ought 
not to be quaſhed, I think it unneceſſary to determine whether the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla 
is a ſovereign independent Prince, who can give to his Meſfenger the Privileges and Immunities 


of an Ambaſſador, Were there no Objection to his Sovereignty and Independence but his no- 


minal Subordination to the Mogul, I ſhould not perhaps heſitate to ſay, that if he and his An- 
ceſtors, Subahdars of Bengal, have exerciſed the Power of making Peace and War, they have as

Treaty, and partly from the Depoſitions of the Governor General and other Gentlemen, that he 
has no military Force, no Revenue, except a Penſion from the Company ; and no Share in the 
Diſtribution of Juſtice throughout the Country, except a Bad Superintendance over the eri- 
minal Courts. 5 ' 4. 

In this State of Things (the Cauſe before me not calling for ſuch Determination) I ſhould not 
think myſelf obliged, whatever might be my private Opinion, unneceſſarily to decide that the 
King my Maſter is not r of theſe Provinces; and to decide that he is, I would chuſe like- 
wiſe to avoid, becauſe the Parliament ſeems cautiouſly to have avoided it, by founding the Juriſ- 
diction of this Court over thoſe who do not reſide in Calcutta or the inferior Factories, on per- 
ſonal and not on local Subjection; and becauſe ſuch a Deciſion might engage us in Quarrels with 
the French and other European Nations who have Poſſeſſions in Bengal, 


Mr. Juſtice Le Maiſtre.—-I deſire to teſtify my Acquieſcence to every Patt of my Lord 
Chief Juſtice's learned and ingenious Argument, and deſire to be underſtood as giving no preciſe 
Opinion as to the Queſtion, whether or no the Eaſt India Company can or cannot ſend and re- 
ceive Ambaſſadors or public Miniſters, upon whom the Rights of Ambaſſadors, or public Mi- 
niſters (as acknowledged in Europe) will attach; at the ſame Time I cannot help declaring, that 
I am very far from acceding to my Brother Chambers's Opinion, that ſuch Right actually does 
exiſt in the Eaſt India Company, as a neceſſary Incident to that limited Right of making War 
and Peace, which they have from his Majeſty's Charter for the Protection of their Settlements, 


I think it a Queſtion of great Conſequence, and which will admit of a conſiderable Degree of 


Doubt, and that which ought not to be determined raſhly without ſolemn Argument, and upon 
mature Deliberation, Every Definition I have met with in the Books of Ambaſſador, or public 
Miniſter, is a Perſon ſent from one Sovereign to another, with Authority, by Letters of Cre- 
dence, to treat upon Affairs of State, I cannot admit any Sovereignty in the Eaſt India Com- 
pany z in every Charter granted to them by the Crown, there is an expreſs Reſervation of So- 
vereignty to the King of Great Britain, his Heirs and Succeſſors; and I am inclined to think, 


by ſome of the late Charters granted to the Eaſt India Company, that their Rights under former 


Charters have been very ſtrictly conſtrued, and that no more Jura regalia have been ever allowed 
them, as incidental to any Power they derive from their Charter, beyond what expreſsly appears 
upon the Face of ſuch Grants or Charters, | 

When the Eaſt India Company had taken Plunder, it was doubted if that Plunder could be 
veſted in them without the King's Grant; a Charter was therefore applied for and granted for that 
Purpoſe. 

When they were inclinable to conclude a Treaty of Peace, they had conſiderable Doubts how 
far they could give up any Forts or Places, the Sovereignty of which was veſted in the Crown ; 
Application was made for a Charter to this Purpoſe, which they likewiſe obtained. 

Surely the having the Property in Plunder, ard the Right of ſurrendering Forts and Places 
taken by their Forces, are as neceſſary Incidents to a Right of making Peace and War, as the 
receiving Ambaſſadors; and if the King's Law Officers doubted as to theſe Points, and did not 
conſider them as incidental to the Powers granted by former Charters, I think the preſent Matter 
full as doubtful, and deſerving of Conſideration. : |

It is with the deepeſt Concern we find the Council ſtill perſiſt to addreſs the Court by Letter on 
Subjects pending in Court, or on which the Court have given their Opinion; and that notwith- 
ſtanding the frequent Declarations and unanimous Opinion of the Court upon the Impropriety of 
that Mode of Addreſs; for it is a groſs Miſtake, if it is thought that Mr. Juſtice Chambers was 
of a different Opinion; he has declared the contrary publicly in Court. | 

We expreſſed our Apprehenſions, that if the Court and Council did not exactly agree in Opinion, 
it would lead to Altercation, the leaſt ill Conſequences of which would be lowering both the 
Council and Court in the Eyes of the Public: Aſſailed as we have been on all Sides both in and 
out of Court, nothing ſhall provoke us to depart from that, Equality of Temper and Sobriety of 
Sentiment which is peculiarly neceſſary to our Stations in theſe Times.

with the Nizamut, I took an Opportunity of aſking them generally, if from their own Obſerva -

Taking the Orders contained in the Extract from the Advertiſement in the moſt extenſive 
Senſe, no greater Inference could be drawn from this Authority, than that the Dependants of 
the Nizamut ſhould receive their e from the Nabob in the ſame Proportions of Paper 
and Caſh as he received“ generally from the Company's Treaſury, The Balance due to the 
Nizamur, on the 31ſt January 1786, and which was afterwards paid in Certificates, was 
1.44,395:9 : 8, which little exceeds. the Stipulation of One Month; whereas the Petitioners 
were intitled to Six Months Pay at that Period, although they ought not to have been Two 
Months in Arrears. C | | 

This Explanation fully exculpates the Complaints“ from the Cenſure of Contumacy. They 
remained without receiving any Pay until the 4th Poos 1193, when the Arrears of Seventcen Months 
were due to them. On that Date their Allowances for Fourteen Months are paid, and far “

Rajah Sunder Sing acknowledged, that his Fears had induced him to give up this conteſted

But ſo little Attention has been paid to them, 
that new Debts have been contracted ſince that Period, alihough a very ſmall Proportion of the 
Amount ariſing from the annual Surplus of Rs. 162,687, has been appropriated to the Liquida- 
tion of old Claims.

The Nabob and Rajah. Sunder Sing explain this by aſſerting that the enhanced Expence of the 
Nabob's increaſing Family has abſorbed this Surplus. That his Expences would. naturally in- 
creaſe with his Family is. certain, but I am equally convinced that a moderate Attention to 


CEconomy, and proper Appropriation of his public Income, would have enabled him from his 
Funds to have found a Proviſion for all, Demands. | 


The Arrangement by which a Fund of Rs. 13,557 2426 3 was eſtabliſhed for a Proviſion for 


the Liquidation of old Debts, took place on the 16th July 17813; but a Deduction of Rs. 4,000 
was made on this Sum on the 14th July 1784. From the Date of this Arrangement to the 
gth February 1786, being a Period of Four Years and Seven Months nearly, the Sum amounts 
ro Rs. 668,745: 15: 10: 3; of this, Rs. 206,429: 10 have been appropriated to the Diſcharge of 
old Debts; and the Remainder, being Rs. 462,316: 5: 10:3, applied to current Contingencies, 
which have exceeded this Fund by the Sum of Rs. 151,318 :9: 12: 2, agreeable ro Accounts 
delivered me by Rajah Sunder Sing; and this laſt Amount forms a new Debt of the Nabob.

And when the 
Orders of Government on this Buſinefs was received laſt Year, I ſent you a Tranſlation of the 
Orders of Government, and a Letter, a Copy of which I now ſend you; but you did not fas 
vour me with any Anſwer to my Letter; at the ſame Time I{wrote a Letter to his Highneſs the 
Nabob on the ſame Subject. He was ſo kind as immediately to give Orders to his Dependants 
to pay the Duties agreeable to the Orders of Government ; and they have larly paid them.

REroRE I enter on my Defence againſt this Article of Charge, I muſt premiſe that ſome 
Parts of it relate to Tranſactions which paſſed Fourteen Years ago ; and what is very remark- 
able, Tranſactions, which at that Period received the entire Approb * of my Eaiploy „ vx 
nem converted into As of Criminality. I therefore lay my Claim to plead the Sanction of the 
Court of Directors, for a full Ac — 1 of my Conduct in every Inſtance where I can produce it; 


and this Honourable Houſe muſt ſee the Juſtice and Neceſſity of this Claim, for if it be not ad- 
mitted, there never can be an End to the Controverſy, and they muſt for ever be teazed with a Re- 
petition of the Volumes which have been already written on this exhauſted Subject. 

In this Article my Accuſer charges me with the Receipt of large Sums of Money corrupt 
taken before the Promulgation of the Regulating AR of 1773, contrary to my Covenants wi

If allowed the Liberty of Trade while they poſſeſs 
an unbounded Power, (and who ſhall bind thoſe who conſtitute the Government itſelf ?) their 
Trade will be a Monopoly and an Oppreſſion.—If forbidden to trade without ſome Reparation 
for the Loſs, and ſome allowed Means of acquiring a Livelihood, and even the Proſpect of a 
Competency, the feeble Words of a publick Edict will not hold them, but they will, with little 
| Scruple, break through them, and obtain thoſe Ends by unallowed Means, becauſe they will think 
| that a Decree which impoſes upon them the Neceſſity of perpetual Penury could not have been 
| really intended for their rigid Obſervance ; ſuch having been, in many Inſtances, the fatal Practice 
| of this Service. We ſay fatal, becauſe Laws and Reſtrictions which have no Coercion, and bear too 
| hardly on the Paſſions for the common Sufferance of Mankind, inevitably defeat their own Pur- - 
poſe; they become totally diſregarded, nor is it deemed an Impeachment of Morality to tranſgreſs 
them. And it is a Conſcquence as infallible, that where Men are once-allowed to paſs the Line of 
their preſcribed Duty at their own Option, they will, by Degrees, extend the Latitude to the fur- 
| theſt Extremes of Corruption, Embezzlement, and Rapine. (a)] For theſe Reaſons we have judged £f 
| it adviſeable to withhold the Temptation of Oppreſſion from thoſe whoſe ſuperior Influence would 
afford them the moſt ready Means of exerciſing it, and to ſecure their Forbearance by an equi- 
valent and certain Income. Thus far we think ourſelves warranted by the full Powers granted 
us by our Honourable Employers, although the Purpoſes to which they deſigned our Application 
of them are not diſtinctly alcertained, Wes ſhould wiſh to extend the like Rule to the inferior 
Servants in Power, elpecially thoſe of the Provincial Councils, by reſtraining them alſo totally 
from Trade, and making them proportionable Allowances; but we cannot proceed to ſuch a. 
| Length without an exprels Authority, becauſe we have no other Fund to indemnify the Company 
tor ſuch an Addition as this would make to their Expences, unleſs we were to apply the Profits 


of the Salt Trade to that Purpoſe, to which there is this Objection, that they are already appro- 
priated, and referred to the Company for their Determination concerning them. We have 
therefore left the inferior Servants in Poſſeſſion of the Privilege of a fair Trade, and we hope 
that the Diſtinction which we have made will prove a ſufficient Guard againſt any great Abuſe of 
ir. The Exceptions which we made to the general Prohibition of Trade for the Members of the 
ſuperiour Council, cannot be productive of any evil Conſequences, and may be a neceſſary En- 
couragement to the Promotion of Trade. * 8 ; |

I ſhall take the Liberty to 
accompany every. Propoſition, with a brief Relation of ſuch Circumſtances and ſuch paſt Tranſ-

| Reſolutions upon it. I mean. not, Gentlemen, to preclude any other Member of. the Council 
from offering any Point for preſent Deliberation which, in- his.

Pallamow and R r under Captain Carnac, and of the Jungulterry of Curruckpore, &c. under 
Captain Browne. Theſe may be properly termed Military Collectorſhips. They are compoſed of 
the wild and mountainous Parts of the Country, which have been lately reduced to a State of Sub- 
miſſion to Government, and require the continual Preſence of a military Force to keep them in 
Subjection.

6. The Effects of the dreadful Famine which viſited theſe Provinces in the Year' 1770, and 

raged during the whole Courſe of that Year, have been regularly made known to you by our 
former Advices, and to the Public by laboured Deſcriptions, in which every Circumſtance of . : Wh 
Fact, and every Art of Language have been accumulated to raiſe Compaſſion, and to excite f 
Indignation againſt your Servants, whoſe unhappy Lot it was to be the Witneſſes and Spectators - , 
of the Sufferings of their Fellow Creatures. But its Influence on the Revenue has been yet un- 
noticed, and even unfelt but by thoſe from whom it is collected: For notwithſtanding the Loſs 
of at leaſt One-third of the Inhabitants of the Province, and the conſequent Decreaſe of the Cul- 
tivation, the nett Collections of the Year 1771 exceeded even thoſe of 1768, as will appear from 
the following Abſtract of Accounts of the Board of Revenue at Moorſhedabad for the Four laſt 
Years.

Revenue Pro- Pace with the other Conſequences of ſo great a Calamity; that it did not, was owing to its 
oo i being violently kept up to its former Standard. To aſcertain all the Means by which this was 
Circuit Pio. effected, will not be eaſy; it is difficult to trace the Progreſs of the Colleftiqns rough all its 
ceedings intricate Channels, or even to comprehend all the Articles which compoſe the Revenue in its 
firſt Operations.

It is called Najzy “, and is an Aſſeſſment upon the actual Inhabitants of every in- 
Kiſhen» ferior Diviſion of the Lands, to make up for the Loſs ſuſtained in the Rents. of their Neighbours, 
16to x8 June. who are either dead or have fled the Country, This Tax, though equally impolitie in its Inſti- 
tution and oppreſſive in the Mode of exacting it, was authoriſed by che antient and e 
of the Country. It had not the Sanction of Government, but took place as a Matter of K 
oY In ordinary Caſes, and while the Lands were in a State af Cultivation, it was ſcarcely felt, and 
never or rarely complained of. However irreconcileable to ſtrict Juſtice, it afforded a ation 
to the State for occaſional Deficiencies, it was a Kind of Security againſt Deſertion, by making the 
Inhabitants thus mutually reſponſible for each other, and precluded the inferior Collector from 
availing himſelf of the Pretext of waſte or deſerted Lands, to withhold any Part of his Collections. 
But the ſame Practice which, at another Time and under different Circumſtances, would have been 
beneficial, became at this Period an inſupportable Burthen upon the Inhabitants. The Tax not 
being 'levied by any fixed Rate or Standard, fell heavieſt upon the wretched Survivors of thoſe 
Villages which had ſuffered the greateſt Depopulation, and were of courſe the molt entitled to the 
| Lenity of Government. It had alſo this additional Evil attending it in common with every other 
Variation from the regular Practice, that it afforded an Opportunity to the Farmers and Shiedars 
to levy other Contributions on the People under Colour of it, and even to inoreaſe this to hat- 
ever Magnitude they pleaſed, ſince they were in courſe the Judges of the Loſs ſuſtained, and of 
the Proportion which the Inhabitants were to pay to replace it. e 
8. — againſt this Grievance were univerſal throughout the Province, and it was to be 
feared that the Continuance of it would be ſo great a Check to the Induſtry of the People, as to 
impoveriſh the Revenue in the laſt Degree, when their former Savings by which it was ſup-

the Dewanny, yet no regular Proceſs had ever been formed for conducting the Buſigeſs of the Re- 
venue. Every Zemindarree and every Taaluk was left to its own peculiar Cuſtoms ; thoſe indeed 
were not inviolably adhered to: The Novelty of the Buſineſs to thoſe who were appointed to ſuper- 
intend it, the Chicanery of the People whom they were obliged to ny as their Agents, the 
accidental Exigencies of each Diſttict, and, not unfrequently, the juſt Diſcerament of the Col- 
lector, occaſioned many Changes; every Change added to the Confuſion which involved the 
Whole, and few were either authorized or known by the preſiding Members of the Government. 
The Articles which compoſed the Revenue, the Form of keeping Accounts, the utation of 
Time, even the technical Terms, which ever form the gr Part of the Obſcurity of every Science, 
' differed as much as the Soil and Productions of the Province, This Confuſion had its Origin in 
the Nature of the former Government. The Nazims exacted what they could from the Food 
dars and great Farmers of the Revenue, whom they left at Liberty to plunder all below 
reſerving to themſelves the Prerogative of plundering them in their Turn, when they were ſup- 
ſed to have enriched themſelves with the Spoils 3 * Country. The Mutteſeddees, who ſtood 
between the Nazim and the Zemidars, or between them and the People, had each their reſpectiue 
Shares of the publick Wealth. Theſe Profits were *conſidered as illegal Embezzlements, and 
therefore were taken with every Caution which could enſure Secrecy } and being conſequentiy 
fixed by no Rule, depended on the Temper, Abilities, or Power, of each Individual for the 
Amount. It therefore became a Duty in every Man, to take the moſt effeftual Meaſures to con- 
ceal the Value of his Property, and clude every Enquiry into his Conduct, while the Zemidars 
and other Landholders who had the Advantage of long Poſſeſſion, availed themſelves of it by 
complex Diviſions of the Lands, and intricate Modes of Collection, to * the Officers of 
the Government, and confine the Knowledge of the Rents to themſelves. It will be eaſily ima- 
- gined that much of the current Wealth ſtopped in its Way to the publick Treaſury, It is rather 
foreign from the Purpoſe of this Expoſition, but too appoſite not to be remarked, that it was 
fortunate ſuch a Syſtem did prevail, ſince the Embezzlements which it covered preſerved the 
current Specie of the Country, and returned it into Circulation, while a great Part of the Wealth 
received by the Government was expended in the Country, and but a ſmall Superfluity remained 
for Remittances to the Court of Delhie, where it was loſt for ever to this Province. 
10. To the original Defects inherent in the Conſtitution of theſe Provinces, were added the un- 
ual and unſettled Government of them. Since they became our Property, a Part of the Lands 
which were before in our Poſſeſſion, ſuch as Burdevan, Midnapore, and ChittogoDs, continued ſub- 
jekt to the Authority of their Chiefs, who were immediately accountable to the Preſidency. The 
Twenty-four Pergunnahs granted by the Treaty of Plaſſey to the Company, were theirs, on a 
different Tenure, being their immediate Property, by the Excluſion of the Zemindars, or here- 
ditary Proprietors ; their Rents were received by Agents appointed to each Pergunna, and re- 
mitted to the Colleftor, who reſided in Calcutta.

Ia a Word, both 
the Intereſt of the State, and the Property of the People, muſt be at the Mercy of the Agents. 
Nor is it an Object of trivial Conſideration, that the Buſineſs of the Service, already fo great 
that much of it is unavoidably neglected, would be thereby rendered ſo voluminous, and the At-

I ſee my own, and I ſee the Situation of | 
every Member of Council to be equally delicate upon this important Affair; an Affair liable to be 
viewed in various and even oppoſite Lights, and to be canvaſſed, in every Step of its Progreſs. 
The grand Object in which all our Sentiments unite, and to the Neceſſity of which we all ſub- 
ſcribe, is a folid Eſtabliſhment of the Revenues upon an abated Taxation; but it is not my 
Opinion, in ſupport of Mr. Francis or of any other Member of Adminiſtration, that will imprels 
a Conviction of this Neceſſity upon the Minds of thoſe whoſe diſtant Situations debar them from 
all Poſſibility of perſonal Obſervation. 4 e | 
My own Sentiments, it is true, are clearly for a Reduction of the Revenue, as abſolutely requi- 
ſite for the future Welfare of this Country; and while I heartily coincide with Mr, Francis in 
moſt of his general Ideas upon this Subject, ſo far as they claſh not with the peculiar Cuſtoms of 
Bengal, I think they may well be reconciled to the Inveſtigations propoſed by the Honourable

To ſet this Matter in the cleareſt Point of View, let us conſider it from the Governor's Propo- 
ſition for the Inſtitution of a temporary Office, A new Settlement of the Provinces will be neceſſary 
upon the Expiration of the preſent Leaſes: We are unanimouſly agreed, that a fixed Valuation 
ſhould take place in the Revenves, and that ſome Diminution ſhould. be made- in. the preſent 
Rents : Laſtly, we propoſe that this important Settlement ſhould be permanent. On ſuch a Step, 
we would ſurely endeavour to convince the Company, whoſe Agents we\are, and whoſe Proſperity 
is blended with that of this Country, that we have nbt negligently lumbered over their Intereſts, 
or omitted any poſſible Mode of aſcertaining the true and ultimate Value of their Poſſeſſions. Nor 
is this all: We would convince them deciſively, that no future Adminiſtration may have the 
ſmalleſt Opening to hint that deeper Reſearches might have produced a more equal and. equitable 
Syſtem for the Natives, and a more advantageous Bargain for our Employers. Another good 
Effect to which we ſhould turn our Thoughts is, that of rendering the Bulk of the People well 
affected to Government; an Attempt which, can never ſucceed but in their ſteady Reliance on its 
Impartiality ; and with all Deference to the high Authoritics quoted by Mr. Francis, and in con- 
currence with them, I will venture to affirm, that an equitable Taxation is the great Defideratum, 
and ſhould be the firſt Object of a good Government; and that ſuch an Attention to the Welfare 
of the Peaſant and the Manufacturer, is the Ground-work of a well regulated State. 6:16 

The firſt Improvements of the Revenues, and Relief of the laborious Part of the Kingdom in 
France, were projected by the great Duke of ng ha upon the ſame Principles, and brought to Effect 
by an Application of the very ſame Means as thoſe now propoſed by the Governor General, He 
commenced with a moſt extenſive and arduous Collection of minute Details in that Branch; and, 
from mature Conſideration of thoſe detached voluminous Materials, detected every Species of Arti- 
fice and Fraud committed by the Farmers, and employed the Reſult of his Diſcoveries towards 
lightening the Burthen upon the Shoulders of the Commonalty. 5 

We now wiſh to ſhake off all rival Adventurers, and, inſtead of farming, to fix the Rates of 
Lands with the ſeveral old Zemindars, wherever it can be done with a Probability of Succeſs, . 
This Mode of Settlement, though it has certainly many Advantages, is yet liable, under certain 
Circumſtances, to very ſtrong: Objections, ſome ariſing from the Zemindar himſelf, as his Mino- 1 
rity, or total Incapacity for Buſineſs, and ſome from the Nature of the Lands: Beſides, as the 
preſent propoſed Syſtem muſt preclude all Competition of Candidates for the ſame Lands, by 
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ranting them to their hereditary Proprietors, it neceſſarily opens a large Field for Indy 579 
Partialiey, to which, the former Mode of Settlement precluded all Acceſs, ; by —_ we 
| indiſcriminate Tender of Propoſals. For which Reaſon it is clearly my Opinion, that our EM- 
loyers will but faintly co-operate with our Meaſures, or ratify our Deciſions, if we appear to have 
haſtily employed the Informations gained from the temporary Engagements, which they ma 
poſſibly think imperfect, as Materials for our own more laſting Eſtabliſhment, eſpecially while we 
had in gur Hands the Means of procuring more accurate Knowledge, and while we were timely 
warned-by. the firſt Member of the State to exert them. i ; 


Fhetefore, when we propole a more impartial, and at the ſame Time a reduced Taxation, the 

- Fiſt we can do is ſurely to give the Company ſatisfactory Reaſons for this Drawback upon their 

Income, and ſufficient Evidence that the impoveriſhed State of the Country loudly pleaded for ſuch 

an Abatement; . A Propoſition of this Nature does not carry ſelf-evident Conviction upon the 

Face of it, but muſt be ſupported by Argument, confirmed by Experience, and eſtabliſhed upon 

Proofs, by which the preſent Exceſs of the Taxation may be made to ſerve as a Reaſon, and as the 

Authority for our Admiſſion of a Decreaſe. The moſt probable Method of acquitting ourſelves 

by theſe Proofs, is offered to us by-the Governor General, in the Propoſal pf gaining the moſt 

accurate poſſible Accounts of the Payments actually made by the Hufbandmen, excluſive of its 

being eſſential to the Relief which it may be neceſſary to give them, before Government can 

venture to exped any adequate Advantage from fixing the Revenue.

The Hiſtory which I have given of theſe Accounts will ſerve, I hope, to redeem their Cha- 
＋ being looſe, confuſed, and intricate, and ſhew, that if we can 
ſucceed in procuring them, they will furniſh us with ready formed Abſtracts of the actual Col. 
lections, which will require only to be compared. For this Purpoſe it will not be neceſſary to 
examine the Accounts. of every Reiat, nor of every Village. The inferior Accounts are uſeful - 
only as Checks to the greater. From the regular Proceſs in which the Whole are formed, it will 
be ſeen how eaſily the Falſehood of any Account may be detected, ſince it is impoſſible to falſify 
the Sum Total of a Pergunnah, without falſifying all the Parts of it, which of Courſe will differ 
from thoſe of each Village; and thoſe again if forged will be corrected by the Account Curreats 
of the Reiats.

All theſe different Accounts are publickly kept in their reſpective Cutcherries. It is by them 
that the Rents are collected, and they are always delivered over to ſuch Perſon as has the Charge 
of collecting them, whether Zemindar, Sezawul Wadadar, or Farmer. I am ſenſible that to 
obtain the original Accounts af the Rents of every Part of Bengal will be a very difficult Taſk , 


for the inferior Zemindars will, as Mr. Francis has obſerved, probably uſe every Artifice to

I am ſenſible that it would be a far more eaſy Taſk to prepare the Materials for a new Settle- 
ment in the Manner which Mr. Francis propoſed, by taking the Accounts of the actual Receipts 
of Rent for Three Years paſt, and correcting them, by the Opinions of the Proviacial Councils, 
on ſuch Diſtrifts as have been either favoured or over-rated. /But although. I conſider theſe as.

I concur entirely with Mr. Francis in his Arguments againſt raiſing the greateſt poſſible Revenue 
from Bengal, by deſtroying all the intermediate Orders of Men betweeg the Ruler and the Culti- 
vator.

Be ſides the immediate Buſineſs of the propoſed Office, I have recommended, as a ſecond Object 
of its Reſearches, the better and more effectual Regulation of Pottahs for the Security of the Reiats in 
the perpetual and undiſturbed Poſſeſſion of their Lands, and to guard them againſt arbitrary Taxa- 
tions. The Words, © perpetual Poſſeſſion,” and * their Lands, which may be mere Inaccuracies of 
Expreſſion, for they were not meant to convey the Idea of any poſitive or excluſive Right of Poſ- 
ſeſſion, have been noticed by Mr. Francis as contradictory to the Rights of Property which are 
veſted in the Zemindar. I ſhall not here attempt to account for the Diſtinctions of Property as 
they are underſtood in this Country; it is ſufficient for me to obſerve, that while the Reiat pays his 
Rent, the. Zemindar has no Right to diſpoſſeſs him, nor can the Zemindar by any legal Right exact 
a higher Rent from him than his Pottah preſcribes. .. Poet) "Ty 
Mr. Francis ſeems to ſuppoſe, that there is no Neceſſity for the Interpoſition of Government 
between the Zemindar and the Reiat. He obſerves, © that if they are left to themſelves, 
will ſoon come to an Agreement, in which each Party will find his Advantage.” This. would be a 
juſt Concluſion, if the Zemindars were all capable of diſtinguiſhing what was for their Advantage: 
But it is a Fact Whick will with Difficulty obtain Credit in England, though the Notoriety will 
juſtify me in aſſerting it here, that much the greateſt Part of the Zemindars, both of Bengal and 
Bahar, are incapable of judging or acting for themſelves, being either Minors or Men of weak Un- 
derſtandings, or abſolute Idiots. This Circumſtance, and the conſequent Oppreſſions which are 
exerciſed by thoſe who act for them without Intereſt in the Proſperity of the Zemindarry,: renders 
it neceſſary to provide for the Security of the Reiats by Checks and Regulations. It is to be 
obſerved ; alſo, that there are two Kinds of Reiats. The more valuable are thoſe who reſide 
in one fixed Spot, where they have built themſelves ſubſtantial Houſes, or derived them by In- 
hericance from their Fathers. Theſe Men will ſuffer much before they abandon their Habitations, 
and therefore they are made to ſuffer much; but when once forced to quit them they become 
' yagrant Reiats. The vagrant Reiats (as Mr. Francis obſerves) have it in their Power, in ſome 
Meaſure, to make their own Terms with the Zemindars. They take Land at an under Rent, 
hold it for one Seaſon: the Zemindar then, encreaſes their Rent, or exacts more from them than 
their Agreement, and the Reiats either deſert, or, if they continue, 'they hold their Land at a 
Rent lower than the eſtabliſhed Rate of the Country. Thus the ancient and induſtrious Tenants , 
are obliged to ſubmit to undue Exactions, while the vagrant Reiats enjoy Lands at Half Price, 
which operates as an Encouragement to Deſertion, and to the Depopulation of the Country. 
The general Subject of Pottahs, and the Abuſes and Oppreſſions ariſing from their preſent 
Uncertainty, and the Variety of Articles that compoſe. the Reiats Accounts, have been often 
Matter of juſt Complaint z and I believe every Member of the Board is ſatisfied that they require 
to be reformed. All that I now' propoſe is to collect the Materials of Information on this 
Subject, to be laid before the Board for their future Determination on the moſt effectual Means 
of regulating the Pottahs. At preſent I am not prepared to propoſe a complete Plan, and decline 
giving a premature: and partial, Opinion, while I am profeſſedly ſeeking for the Grounds to 


determine it.

Plan for the Governor General.—l have conſidered fully, and with the moſt liberal Attention, the new Sy- 
Maragement ſtem which Mr. Stuart has propoſed for the Collection and Controul of the Revenues, and which 
nuen and has been recorded on our laſt Conſultations in this Department. It would be a real Satisfaction to 
| Motion for its me, to concur with Mr. Stuart in the Propoſitions which he wiſhes the Board to adopt: A Readi- 
lated neſs to co-operate with my Colleagues in every Improvement which they may ſuggeſt in the general 
Conduct or Detail of public Affairs, is, in my Opinion, as deſirable a Claim to Approbation in my 
preſent Situation, as the Credit of introducing New Plans. The Object before us, as Members 
of this: Government, is no leſs great than the Merit of attaining it muſt be an equal Credit to us 
all. That Object is, in the Firſt View of it, the immediate Relief of the public Diſtreſs, founded 

upon a Permanency of Syſtem in the great Political Line of our Management. The Reduction 
of our Expences to the loweſt Standard of Safety, is the next Conſideration: Aud the Improve- 
ment of our Revenues, on a Syſtem of permanent Production, with Eaſe and Convenience to the 

Natives, is certainly a principal Part of our public Object; ir might juſtly be called the Primary 
Duty of this Government: In this Light I have always conſidered it; and from the Time I be- 
came a Member of the Government, I have endeavoured to inform myſelf fully and minutely 
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upon the Subject of the Revenues: I have looked back as far as our Records would direct me, to 

the different Modes of collecting, and adminiſtering the Revenues; and I have attended particu- 
larly to the great Changes which our Revenue Syſtem has occaſionally undergone from the Period 

of the Dewanny. The Diſcuſſions which took place on this important Concern, between the late 

Governor General and Mr. Francis, form the moſt intereſting and enlightened Part of our Re- ' 
"cords : They patronized different and oppoſite Syſtems ; and ſupported them reſpectively, not 

only with their own extraordinary Abilities, but with the Aid of the beſt Information from the moſt 

experienced Servants that ever were employed by the Company in the Revenue Line. From ſome 

of thoſe Servants I obtained Memorials, containing their impartial Sentiments, founded upon 

long and real Experience, and ſuggeſting to me the beſt Plans for realizing a- full and perma- 

nent Revenue from theſe Proyinces, making the Security and Happineſs of the - Natives the 

fundamental Principle of the Collection. I ſhall, with the Permiſſion of the Board, take the Li- 

berty to record, in this Place, One of the Memorials to which I allude, and which has been in 

my Poſſeſſion, as appears by the Superſcription upon it, from the 13th January 1782: I received 

it from Mr. Shore, who preſided ſo long at the Head of the Committee of Revenue; I need not 

mention with what Honour to himſelf: The univerſal Teſtimony which the Voice of the Na- 

tives, the repeated Approbation of this Government, and the ſuperior Eſteem of his fellow Ser- 

vants, bore to the Merits of Mr. Shore, renders it unneceſſary for me to add to the Praiſe to 

which he was intitled, for his Knowledge and Integrity in the Adminiſtration of the Revenue. As 

the Memorial which he gave me was not meant for the public Eye, but to give me a clear View of 

the Subject, to forward the public Advantage, the Truths which he has ſtated appear in their 

naked Simplicity, and thereby convey a more forcible Impreſſion than Dreſs or Arrangement 

could give them. In conſidering the Productions of the Soil, and the Revenue to be collected 

from them, he has been equally attentive to the Character of the People, and their peculiar Diſ- 

poſitions and Cuſtoms. I am afraid the Picture which he draws, and the low Ebb at which he 

ſtates the popular Virtues of the Bengallys, are not fictitious Repreſentations: But theſe ſhould 

not diſcourage the Juſtice or the Care of Government : If the Virtues of the Bengallys, as a Na- 

tion or as Tribes of Men, ate of an inferior Standard, their Vices are not the moſt dangerous to 

the Peace of Order of Society; the more we are acquainted with their Genius and Manners, the 

more ĩt becomes. ĩincumbent upon us to endeavour to make them uſeful and happy Subjects; and 

if they - are incapable of meriting the Freedom 'of Britiſh Laws, let us endeavour to leave them 

the Happineſs and Security of their own Inſtitutions unviolated. The Progreſs. which many of 

our Servants have made in learning their Language, and the Tranſlations which we have ob- 

tained of their Laws, together with the Lights which we poſſeſs relative to the Adminiſtration 

of their former Mahometan Rulers, open to us a clear Proſpect for accommodating our Dominion 

over theſe Provinces to the Happineſs of the People. In the Covrſe of a few Years, I truſt, it 

may be ſaid with Truth, that the Natives of Bengal are the happieſt Subjects of any great State 

in India: In Proportion as they are made happy, it is to be hoped, that their Virtues as a People 

will appear in a more engaging Light. It was Mr. Shore's Opinion, that much of their Security 

and Quiet would depend on uniting the Powers of the Collector and Magiſtrate together in one 

Deputation of Authority.

When it was firſt ſuggeſted at the Board to change the preſent Syſtem of collecting the Re- 
venues, I moved.

| Provinces for ſeveral Years back, ſtating the Groſs Jumma or Settlement of each Tear, the 
Charges Collection, the Nett Revenue realized, and the Balance remaining uncollected. That 
Account, from the Year 1772-3 to the Year 1783-4, now lies upon the Table; and I beg Leave 
to ſabjoin it to this Minute, with the Explanations which accompany it. By that Account it appears 
demonſtrably, that the Amount of the Groſs Collections, ſince the Inſtitution of the Collections at 
the Preſidency under the Committee of Revenue, has been annually greater by ſeveral Lacs 
than the Collections of any Year preceding the Inſtitution of the Committee.

It is to be-ſuppoſed that the Company will, in conſequence of the late Act of Parliament, and 


the Directions preſcribed to them in that Act, ſend us particular Inſtructions on the Subject of, 


the Revenues, by the Firſt Diſpatches. As we are in daily Expectation of ſuch Diſpatches, and as 
ſo much of the preſent Year has already elapſed, I think we ſhould, without further Loſs of Time, 
or Diſcuſſion of leſs important Points, inſtruct the Committee of Revenue to make the Settlement 
of the Huzoory Diſtricts, or Revenues collected at the Preſidency for the preſent Year, in the 

Spirit of the Company's Orders, and according to the obvious Intention of thoſe Clavſes in the 
Act of Parliament which provide for the Intereſt of the Zemindars and Ryots, The Settlement 
of the preſent Year of the Diſtricts under the Collectors, is already ordered to be made by the 
Collectors reſpectively, upon the preceding Principles. We ſhould, at the ſame Time, tranſmit 
to the Committee, Mr. Stuart's Plan, together with Mr. Shore's Memorial, informing them, 
that we have it in Contemplation to introduce the general Syſtem recommended in both, whenever 
it can be brought forward without the Dangers and Difficulties incident to a ſudden Change of 
Syſtem, and without claſhing with Inftruftions which may be ſoon expected from Home. Should 
the e Board differ with me in the preſent Opinion, and not accede to it as my Pro- 
poſition; ſhould they, on the contrary, have ſuch an Impreſſion of the Defocts of the preſent 
Syſtem, or of the Miſmanagement of it in any particular Department or Agent, as to think the 
Introduction of a new Syſtem, or of Mr. Styart's Plan in particular, unmediacely neceſſary *

lief of the Natives, has, in very few Reſpects, anſwered that Object; in many Inſtances it has been 
a heavy Grievance to them; and the Natives themſelves have found out the Art of making the 
Powers of the Court the Means and Inftrument of forwarding. their own Views of Intereſt and 
Oppreſſion, of eluding the Power of the Government, and of weakening its Authority, by engaging 
the Two Tribunals in Conteſts with each other.. | | 

It is in vain that we ſearch for Men of enlightened Underſtanding, deep Reaſoning, and Reflection, 
amongſt the Natives. The Education of the Hindoos is confined to their being taught their own 
Language: The Mahomedans are little better inſtructed; the Acquifition of a few moral * politi- 


cal Maxims, which in Practice they neglect, is all they know of the Art of Government; if Ex- 


ceptions can be found, they are very rare. ht: 
Such are the Inhabitants of Bengal, over whom the European Juriſdiction is eſtabliſhed : Pru- 
dence may, no doubt, render it permanent, but Prudence and Policy alone can effe& this ; from

The grand Object of our Government in this Country ſhould be to conciliate the Minds of the 
Natives: this may be effected by allowing them the free Enjoyment of all their Prejudices, and by 
ſecuring to them their Rights and Property. The Form of it ſhould, I think, be deſpotic, and 
the Natives ſhould till be retained in thoſe Habits of Submiſſion which are natural and familiar to 
them; to this they will make no Objection, whillt they are treated with Humanity and Juſtice. ...

In Fact, the Supreme Council in Bengal ſhould be a Council of Comptrol merely to ſuperintend 


the Conduct of all the other Departments of the State, and oblige them to do their Duty. *As 


a Government, or as Individuals, they ſhould not interfere in the executive Duties of ſubordinate 
Stations; but be attentive only to correct their Errors, reform their Abuſcs, or puniſh their In- 
juſtice ; they ſhould preſcribe Rules of Conduct, and leave the Execution of them to others. 

Their Buſineſs upon this Scale would be limited, ſimple, and eaſy: Bur where the Members of 


the State, or the collective Body of it, attend to all Applications, interfere in all Appointments, 


and undertake Buſineſs of a trifling Nature, they can neither act with Propriety as an Office of 
Comptrol, nor as an Office of Diſpatch, whilſt they leave it in the Power of the loweſt to judge 
of their Capacities and Intentions, 8 9 .

Till the Year 1770 the Revenues, with a few partial Exceptions, were under the Controul of 
the Natives; but it was then deemed more advantageous to the Company to employ, their Ser- 
vants. In Conſequence of this Determination, Europeans were appointed as Superviſors, and the 
Comptrol of the Diſtricts, in Matters of Revenue, as well as in i. related to the Adminiſtration

Two Councils of Comptrol were eſtabliſhed ; one at Moorſhedabad, and one at Patna; to theſe 
the Collectors were ſubordinate, and acted under their Orders and Authority.  _ 
Theſe Councils were, in their Turn, ſubordinate to the Council at the Preſidency, compoſed of 


the Members of the Government themſelves. 


The Khalſa, or Head Revenue Court of the Country, was at that Period fixed at Moorſhedabad ; 
but it was thought proper to remove it to Calcutta, and the Council at Fort William took upon

Two Councils at Moorſhedabad and Patna were aboliſhed.
